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The Garland Collection of Ceramics. 





NE of the finest collections of Oriental 
O porcelains in the United States, own- 
ed by the late James A. Garland and for 
seven years the chief attraction in the gal 
leries devoted to pottery in the Metropoli 
tan Museum of Art, New York, was sold 
Wednesday, to Duveen Bros. The collec 
tion contains 2,000 pieces gathered from all 
over the world, among the most celebrated 
being the Blenheim hawthorne jar, valued 
at $25,000. Mr. Garland died, about two 
years ago, and the sale was made by his ex- 
ecutors, the price paid being reported as 
$500,000. 

The other collection of Chinese vases that 
art lovers exalt is the Grandidier, that is in 
the Louvre. It is magnificent, but its inter- 
est, in comparison with the Garland, is 
archeological. The Garland collection is 
excellent artistically. The details are 
models of form and color in all the varieties 
of art of China that experts prize. 

The Garland collection was subsequently 
sold by Duveen Bros. to J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan for a price reported to be $600,000 and 
it will remain, at least for the present, in 
the Metropolitan Museum.

Contradictory Court Decisions Regarda- 

in Express Companies’ Liability. 
GREENSBURG, Pa., March 1.—Walter 
Howard and his wife, of Latrobe, were giv- 
en a verdict, yesterday, in a suit against an 
express company over a package of jew 
elry, alleged to have been tampered with 
while en route from Bradford to Latrobe, 
two years ago. Mrs. Howard’s mother sent 
the package by express. When the package 
arrived, it was found that a couple of the 


| jewels were missing. No value was placed 





on the package by the consignor at the time 
it was left with the express company. 

According to the terms of the contract, 
$50 is the limit allowed in case no value is 
placed on a package turned over to the 
express company. In view of the contract 
printed on the receipts, the defendant com- 
pany refused to make good. The jury 
awarded the plaintiffs $342. 





This decision is the reverse of one ren 
dered, last January, in a similar case of O. 
E. Bell, Cincinnati, O., against the Wells- 
Fargo Co., tried on an appeal in the Ohio 
Stipreme Court. Mr. Bell was allowed only 
$50. A report of this decision was pub- 
lished in THe Crrcucar-WEeKLy, Jan. 29, 
1902. 


Diamond Dividend Company Restrained 
From Doing Business. 
WitminctTon, Del., March 4.—In United 
States Court, H.H. Ward and Andrew C 
Gray, representing Calvin Jones, et al., of 
Memphis, Tenn., secured a restraining order 
preventing the Mutual Fidelity Co. from 
transacting business. The papers set forth 
that in November, 1899, a party of Balti- 
moreans secured a charter in Maryland for 
the Mutual Fidelity Co. Later, a similar 
company were chartered in this State and 
a letter was sent out notifying holders of 
certificates that the Baltimore concern had 
been forbidden the use of mails, and that 
they would be given certificates on the Del- 

aware Co. 

The. scheme of the company was to sell 
certificates, the purchaser to pay $5 a month. 
After the fifth month the concern was sup- 
posed to pay a dividend.” The dividends 
were to be paid in diamonds which could 
be sold to the company at $80 a karat.

RECIPROCITY TREATIES. 
WaSsHINGTON, D. C., March 5 Che Com 
mittee on Ways and Means of the Hous 
have under consideration a bill, recently 
introduced by Representative Smith, of 
Iowa, which provides that section 4 of the 
present tariff act authorizing the President 
of the United States to enter into reciproc 
ity treaties with any country or countries 
within a period of two years after the pass 
age of the act, shall be amended by ex 
tending the time to eight years, 
FIGHT MONTHS’ TRADE WITH CUBA 
The War Department has just made pub 
lic the statistics of imports into Cuba dur 
ing the eight months ended August, 1901 
It is shown, among other things, that the 
imports of clocks decreased from $18,263, 
during the eight months of 1900, to $15, 
826 during the same period of last year, 
while the imports of watches increased from 
$43,536 to $63,411 during the same periods 
The United States are by far the largest 
shipper of clocks to Cuba, the imports from 
this country during the eight months being 
valued at $11,505, our nearest competitor 
being Germany, whose shipments during the 
same period were valued at $3,330. Other 
European countries contributed the balance 
of the clock imports. In the watch trade of 
Cuba, Switzerland has the largest share of 
imports, the total shipments for the eight 
months being $20,984. The imports from 
the United States were valued at $13,672 
and those from France at $10,018. 
During the cight months the total value 
f 


of the imports of jeweiry was $73,677, « 
which Germany furnished the major por 
tion, the total shipments from that coun- 
try being valued at $53,385. During this 
period France sent $8,134 worth; Switzer- 
land, $5,935; the United States, $2,736, and 
the United Kingdom, $1,561. 

Che imports of plated ware into Cuba are 
increasing steadily, the value of the im 
ports for the eight months of last year 
being valued at $57,909, as against a value 
of $29,747 for the same period of the pre 
ceding year. The United States hold this 
trade by a safe margin, the imports for the 
eight months being $29,915. France is sec- 
ond with $11,851, and Germany third with 
$8,121. Other European countries con 
tributed the balance of the imports. 
JEWELRY ESTABLISHMENTS IN KENTUCKY, 

INDIANA AND VIRGINIA 

The estimates of the Census Office show 
that there are 190 establishments in Ken 
tucky devoted to the repairing of watches, 
clocks and jewelry, a total capital of $189, 


345 being invested in the business. The 
value of the work turned out, in 1900, was 
$282,195 There are also four establish 


ments in the State devoted to the man 
ufacture of jewelry, employing a capital of 
$13,412. The value of the product during 
the census year was $40,478. 

In Indiana there are 445 watch, clock and 
jewelry repair shops, employing a total cap 
ital of $310,132. The value of the work 
turned out, in 1900, was $645,774. 

[he number of these establishments in 
Virginia, in 1900, was 151, and a total cap 
ital of $180,609 was invested, the value of 
the work turned out during that year be- 


ing $241,721.

Exhibit of Art Under the Municipal Art 
Society, of Baltimore. 


BAttrmorE, Md., March 7.—An art ex- 
hibit opened here, Monday, under the aus- 
pices of the Municipal Art Society, that 
bids fair to become most popular with art 
lovers and collectors and be of commercial 
value to those interested in art as a busi- 
ness. Some of the leading jewelers of 
New York who were quick to catch the 
value of an exhibit are receiving great 
praise for the showing they are making of 
the jewelers’ and silversmiths’ skill. The 
exhibit consists of the rarest of the private 
collections from Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
Washington, New York and neighboring 
cities, of bronzes, ivories, porcelains, old 
Japanese and Chinese pottery, silver of 
modern and Colonial styles, rings and jew- 
elry from old Roman times up to the pres- 
ent day, and bric-a-brac, along with a great 
array of paintings by old and modern mas- 
ters, all nicely arrayed and blended. 

In the arts and crafts room are the jewel- 
ers’ and silversmiths’ exhibits, most artist- 
ically arranged, and it is considered by the 
officials the most novel of the display. The 
walls are concealed by beautiful examples 
of the embroidery of many lands, splendid 
leather work and old manuscripts. In the 
center is arranged the two cases contain- 
ing the exhibits of Tiffany & Co. The first 
case contains the articles of silver, gold, 
jeweled and leather work, while the other 
contains a fine collection of favrile glass. 
In the jewelry and silver exhibit are 27 
pieces, consisting of vases of repoussé and 
applied work, enameled and jeweled; pitch- 
ers, silver coffee set, Georgian style; cake 
server, note books, with mountings of gold, 
diamonds and turquoise; card and cigar- 
ette cases, mirrors, cups and saucers inlaid 
with Japanese metals, writing set, pen box, 
glove box, tea caddy and seal, and so on. 

To the right of the door is the exhibit 
of Marcus & Co., New York, which con- 
sists of a collection of jeweled articles, 
enameled plaques, copper and silver jars, 
buckles of gold and enamel, vinaigrettes, 
fobs in Aztec, Archaic, Indian and Assy- 
rian designs; chains of Pheenician glass 
beads and of Indian onyx beads; silver ink- 
stand with enameled sides, ring of peridot 
and diamond, and two hand hammered cop- 
per clocks. 

The exhibit of the Gorham Mfg. Co. is 
next and includes a tea set in hand wrought 
silver, a silver mounted copper vase, loving 
cup, American design; tureen in Flemish 
Rénaissance design, tankard vase, silver cof- 
fee set and a kettle and stand in hand 
wrought silver. The most expensive and 
handsome of this collection is a set con- 
sisting of solid gold tray with inlaid jard, 
gold pitcher and favrile glass sugar bowl 
with gold trimmings and fork. 

M. & E. Healey, Washington, D. C., have 
a fine collection of chryso-ceramics, con- 
sisting of vases, pitchers, dishes, cups and 
saucers, that are greatly admired. 

The most notable exhivit in this room 
from Baltimore is the work of Dr. A. J. 
Volck in hand hammered portraits in sil- 
ver and copper. Throughout the room 
are scattered numerous articles of inter- 


est, stich as jeweled snuff boxes of Napo- 
leon’s time, china ornaments, busts, statues, 
antiquities in clocks, watches, etc.

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Dishonest Foreman of Silver Plating 
Shop Makes Confession. 

Lyons, N. Y., March 7.—James Hurley, 
32 years old, foreman of the plating depart- 
ment of the International Silver Co.’s plant, 
here, has confessed that he has stolen about 
$7,000 worth of silver and gold from the 
factory and has been living off the pro 
ceeds. Hurley came from Brooklyn, some 
years ago. He was previously employed at 
Portland, Me. Although his wages wer 
20 a week, it is stated that he saved $1,000 
in a year, besides supporting a wife and 
child, and bought $5,000 worth of real es 
tate. He had two teams and a well appoint 
ed residence and was driven to and from 
the works behind a pair of cobs. 

Complaints have been coming to the fac 
tory for some time that goods were insuffi 
ciently plated. Investigation showed, it is 
stated, that Hurley had invented a process 
of plating which, he claimed, consumed lit 
tle silver and gold. At the end of last year 
the corporation ascertained that they had 
used $7,000 worth more of gold and silver 
here than in factories of double the capac 
ity. Investigation followed, and it was ascer 
tained that Hurley had a bank account and 
received mail from silver-plating establish 
ments. Checks were traced and eventually 
it was discovered that Hurley was shipping 
metal to New York and New Jersey. March 
5, Deputy Sheriff Collins visited the Hurley 
residence and found $1,500 worth of metal 
Hurley, with his wife, deeded all thei: 
property to auditor Orlando F. Thomas, of 
the International Silver Co. 


J. B. Owens Pottery Co. Plant Entirely 
Destroyed by Fire. 

ZANESVILLE, O., March 5.—The plant of 
the J. B. Owens Pottery Co. was entirely 
consumed by fire, March 2, with a loss of 
from $250,000 to $300,000. The insurance 
was about $142,000. The disaster places 
350 men, women and younger employes out 
of work. The plant is to be rebuilt as soon 
as insurance affairs can be straightened out. 
Several valuable desks and many samples 
of ware were saved by employes. Much of 
the contents of the vault, which is fireproof, 
was also taken out. The books, papers and 
correspondence of the company were saved. 

The original plant was first occupied 
April 11, 1892. Since then numerous addi- 


| tions have been built until, at the time of the 


fire, there were 227,000 feet of floor space. 


| The Ohio Pottery Co., who own a pottery 


in the neighborhood of the Owens plant, 
have offered Mr. Owens the use of the sec- 


| ond floor of their largest building until 


after the rebuilding of the plant. This room 
will be used mostly as an office and as a 


| place for making over new molds and de- 





signs.

Bautrmore, Md., March 9.—Israel Rad- 
etsky, a jewelry peddler, of Baltimore, was 
brutally murdered and robbed at Ellicott 
City, near Baltimore, late Tuesday, while 
he was on a trip selling spectacles and jew- 
elry. He was shot and his head frightfully 
battered in with clubs and his body thrown 
into the Patapsco river. His satchel contain- 
ing jewelry and glasses was gone, along 
with about $60 in money he had in his 
pockets and a gold watch and chain he 
wore. All that was left on his person were 
several pairs of eyeglasses, an optician’s in- 
strument for testing eyes, a small jeweler’s 
screwdriver and pliers. 

Five negroes have been arrested, charged 
with being implicated in the affair, and 
some of the jewelry has been recovered and 
identified. It is also claimed one of the 
negroes had a 44-caliber revolver, which 
corresponded with the bullet that killed the 
peddler. Israel Radetsky was 39 years old 
and lived at 109 S. Central Ave. He leaves 
a widow and six children.

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Time Inspection System Inaugurated on 
Rio Grande Railroad. 

Puesto, Col., March 6.—The Rio Grande 
Railroad Co. will inaugurate a system of 
watch inspection. Watches will be subject- 
ed to a close inspection semi-annually and 
to a weekly comparison with standard time 
keepers. All watches used by employes of 
the road will be required to be of a certain 
standard. 

The order will affect division superintend 
ents, train masters, train despatchers, road 
masters, conductors, brakemen, engineers, 
firemen, hostlers, yard masters, switch en 
gine foremen, bridge and section foremen, 
except that brakemen and firemen will not 
be compelled to purchase standard watches 
or submit their watches to an examination, 
until they have been in the service of the 
company six months. Promotions will not 
be made unless the men have the required 
timepieces. 

The standard will be what is known 
among American movements as 17-jewel, 
patent regulator, Bréguet hairspring, lever 
set, adjusted to heat, cold and position and 
isochronism, the variations of which must 
not exceed 30 seconds per week; the above 
rule to apply in all cases, except where a 15- 
jewel watch meeting all other requirements, 
already in the found the 
inspector to be reliable. 

The new system of watch inspection is 
the same as has been used on the Missouri 
Pacific railroad for years and found satis- 
factory. The order comes as a result of 
the appointment as chief time inspector of 
F. U. Hugunin, who holds the same position 
for the Missouri Pacific.

delphia Jewelers’ Club gave a banquet to 
the trade, this evening, that will hever*be 
forgotten by the 350 guests who accepted 
the club’s generous hospitality. 

It was the seventy anngal dinner of, t is” 
representative organizationof jewelers ’ 
was given at Horticultural Hall, Br 
and Locust Sts. Wm. P. Sackett, as chair- 
man of the banquet committee, had deter- 
mined that to-night’s dinner should be on™ 
a more broad, liberal and lavish plan than 
any of the other notable banquets of the 
Jewelers’ Club. How admirably he and 
the committeemen, with the influential 
assistance of the club’s genial president 
succeeded, all who were there will heartily 
attest. 

As guests of honor the club had men 
eminent in all walks of life and in some 
instances of international reputation. All 
were able orators and to their post-prandial 
efforts is due much of the pleasure of the 
guests. They were seated at the guest’s 
table to the right and left of Louis P. 
White, president of the club, and included: 
Admiral Winfield Scott Schley, General 
Joseph Wheeler, Colonel A. K. McClure, 
the venerable editor and historian; the Rev. 
Cornelius L. Twing, D.D., of Brooklyn, an 
eminent divine; Samuel H. Ashbridge, 
Mayor of Philadelphia; Charles F. War- 
wick, and Edwin F, Stuart, former Mayors 
of this city, and C. G. Alford, of New 
York, president of the Jewelers’ Association 
and Board of Trade. 

The seven tables were arranged at right 
angles to the guests’ table and were desig- 
nated in alphabetical order by huge floral 
letters.

The cuisine was of the highest order. 
The caterer had been instructed that no 
expense was to be spared. The ménus, as 
in previous years, were one of the features 
of the banquet and were of such artistic 
design as to be highly prized as lasting 
souvenirs of a memorable dinner. It con- 
sisted of six pages and cover. The front 
cover represented the photograph of a beau- 
tiful woman, a reduced reproduction of 
which forms the head piece of this 
report. Eighteen subjects had been used 
for the cover, and the guests enjoyed com- 
paring their “girls” with those of others. 
The pages of the ménu were bound together 
by silken cords in the club colors. 

For the first time in the history of the 
club professional talent was secured to 
render vocal music for the entertainment 
of the guests.

MR. WHITE’S ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen, Members and Guests of the Jew- 
elers’ Club: I have great pleasure in extending to 
you to-night the most hearty and cordial welcome 
to the seventh. annual dinner of our club, and I 
sincerely trust that the occasion will prove fully 
as enjoyab.e and entertaining as those that have 
passed before. We have with us to-night a num- 
ber of distinguished gentlemen who have kindly 
consented to address you, and in view of this fact 
we will proceed at once to our toasts. Our first 
toast will be drunk standing and in silence to the 
President of the United States. 

As ovr first speaker to-night, gentlemen, I have 
the pledsure of introducing to you the Nestor of 
journalism in Philadelphia, Col. A. K. McClure. 

Mr. McClure said: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Jewelers’ 
Club: I have been placed in the rather unpleasant 
position of attempting to speak to you when 1 
know that your appetites are whetted for something 
better, but I assure you that I will be brief. It is 
indeed a very great pleasure for me to be here 
to-night, not only because of the personal asso- 
ciation of so many business men who are present 
| here, but because this picture presents a most im- 
| pressive lesson as to the condition of our great 

country. 

I remember 40 odd years ago, in 1860, going 
into a leading jewelry store in Philadelphia (Mr. 
Caldwell’s), and he said to me: “Look at this 
store; there is not a single thing in it that is 
necessary to any man or any family.”

When your 
business is prosperous it means that the country 
is prosperous; that it is able to deal in luxuries,

Two days later a Spanish squadron”in 
the harbor of Santiago rushed out to make its 
escape. There was one man on the flagship in the 
Union fleet who was not in the conning tower 
looking out through peep holes, but who was. on 
the bridge from the time the first gun was fired 
unéil the last Spanish flag was furled. His vessel 
was in the battle from the time the first and until 
the last gun was fired, which was from his own 
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flagship. It was closer to the enemy's vessels from 
the beginning to the close of the battle than any 
other vessel in our fleet. His flagship was struck 
oftener by the enemy's shells than all the other 
vessels of the fleet combined. And at last, when 
he saw the last of the ememy’s vessels turn to 
snore and its colors hauled down he said: “This 
is a victory of the men behind the guns,” and his 
only claim of credit was: “There is glory enough 
for all.” That man was Rear-Admiral Schley.

President White then introduced Rear- 
Admiral Schley, who said: 


Mr. Chairman, Gentlemen of the Jewelers’ Club, 
my Friends: It is no ordinary privilege which you 
have accorded to me in permitting me to join with 
you in your annual banquet here in charming and 
historic Philadelphia. The thanks which I desire 
to express to you are measured only by the depth 
of that affection which has carried me throughout

President White then introduced General 


Wheeler, who said: 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Jewelers 
Club: I confess I feel quite unable to express my 
self as I would for the appreciation I feel for this 
very cordial and kind greeting, and also for the 
kind and beautiful expressions from your distin 
guished citizen who first spoke to-night. Also 
would I like to express my thanks better than I 
can for the pleasure and the gratitude I feel for 
being with you to-night. I have looked upon many 
beautiful scenes in my life, but none more beau- 
tiful than what I see before me here to-night. I 
have looked upon many a body of superb men dur- 
ing my life, but none more so than those I see 
to-night. This explains to me why our country is 
the great country it is. A great people make a 
great country; a good people make a good country, 
and the brave people make a brave country. And 
the people of this land from every vocation in life, 
when called defend its honor, its safety 
and its prestige, have always come. If this very 
night a call were made for these men right before 
me, more would offer their lives to theig country 
than their country could take. It has been so from 
the beginning of our history. That patriotic band 
which stood on the 17th of June, 1775, on Bunker 
Hill were not ‘trained ‘soldiers; they had not one 
particle of military trainifig. They were men from 
every vocation in life, The farmer, the merchant, 
the mechanic, the lawyer, the doctor and the min- 


upon to 
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ister formed that band of heroes that stood on that 
hill untif one-third were dead or wounded. 

Our ancestors left comfortable and some of them 
luxutious homes and crossed an unfathomed ocean, 
landéd upon an unknown shore, encountered dense 
forests, wild beasts and savage Indians. It took 
people of more than ordinary endurance and cour- 
age to encounter such hardships and such dangers. 
Every day of their lives was a school which nerved 
their arms and steeled their hearts, and every 
mother taught her son what has been the teaching 
for centuries of American mothers: that his highest 
honor and greatest privilege was to fight for his 


country and its honor and its prestige! Why is 
Americanism dominating the world? It is because 
it ought to dominate the world. The guns of 


Dewey at Manila and the guns of Schley at San- 
tiago were battering down doors and opening to 
civilization mew fields for the grand work. It is 
Destiny. The Anti-Imperialists who say we should 
give up Porto Rico and leave the Philippines— 
those men are fighting God and destiny. 
Concluding, General Wheeler said: ‘‘Look to-day 
at the great powers. Fach one is saying it was not 
I tnat criticised or opposed America in the Spanish 
War. Germany says ‘It was not I; it was Eng- 
land.” England says, ‘Not 1;’ France says, ‘It was 
not I,’ and Austria says ‘Shake not thy gory locks 
at me; it was not I.’ Forty years ago these na- 
tions made their treaties one with the other with- 
out one thought of this new Republic growing up 
on the western shore of the Atlantic. Now no 
nation will make any arrangements with any other 
power, without first learning if it will be satisfac- 
tory to us—the newest, yet the richest power on 
the face of the earth. Our nation from Washing- 
ton’s time has thought in every way to avoid en- 
tanglements with other nations, but now all the 
world looks to her diplomacy for its example. My 
friends, I thank you for this opportunity of being 
here. to-night, and I thank you for the opportunity 
and pleasure of saying these few words to you.” 


President White then introduced Mayor 
Samuel Ashbridge, who said: 


Mr. President and Gentlemen: Any one who has 
partaken of your hospitality and attended year after 
year your annual banquets, would indeed be rec- 
reant unless he came here to indulge in your fel- 
lowship and good nature upon your annual occa- 
sion. Perhaps during the year I attend almost 100 
banquets, and without detracting from any of those 
given by the distinguished clubs of our city, I have 
never attended a banquet with greater pleasure than 
the one given by the Jewelers’ Club. No man has 
ever attended your banquets without feeling that he 
receives a full measure of all there is of meat and 
drink, and more than a measure of good fellowship 
of the best citizens of Philadelphia. This hall to- 
night is beautiful and magnificent in its decora- 
tion, pleasing to the eye and to the taste, and is 
characteristic, as was expressed by Admiral Schley, 
of the genius and refinement of men of your busi- 
ness training. The jeweler adds so much to the 
comfort and happiness of those who are nearest and 
dearest to our hearts and to mose whom we love 
at our homes. A jewel that is given at Christmas- 
tide to the old gray-haired mother who has loved 
us all these years, the wife of our bosom, our 
daughters and our children, how much joy and 
pleasure it gives to us. It is a wonderful business, 
and yet you are men of the broadest character. All 
the rivalry throughout the twelve months of the 
year is put aside and forgotten. All the acute- 
ness of business enterprise is put away when you 
meet here in your annual banquets and gatherings. 
Nothing but good cheer and good fellowship marks 
itself on the face of each individual. And how 
much more pleasant it is in this world to dwell 
with that unity of fellowship and feeling that men 
can entertain for each other in the fulsomeness of 
their heart. All that rivalry you put away, and no 
feeling of animosity appears. We here look our 
friends in the face, and that is better than wealth. 
with the necessity with having to look to our ene 
mies for pleasure, or to fall upon them to attain 
our hopes and our ambitions. As for me, I always 
want to look my friends in the face and meet them 
in the years to come. I hope the best success, the 
best prosperity in your trade, in your calling, and 
in your lives may be yours for twelve months more. 


In introducing Rev. Dr. Twing, Presi- 
dent White said: “We have with us to- 
night a gentleman who has journeyed from 
another city, and I know you will welcome 
him as an old friend.” Dr. Twing said: 


“Those who have preceded me have ‘jollied’ you 
so much that there is nothing else fer me to do in 
that direction. I think if I should proceed to take 


| 





you down a peg it would be better all around.” 
(Laughter.) Then, speaking of the sailing of 
Prince Henry, Dr. Twing said that the Prince left 
this country to get rid of a load, while he had 
come to Philadelphia to get one on—a load of 
friendship and fellowship. He recalled his first 
visit to Philadelphia as a volunteer during the 
Civil War, stating that from here he went South, 
but did not meet General Wheeler, or he might not 
have been in the city now at the banquet. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

In the later part of June, 1861, it was my pleas- 
ure to visit this city. I was then arrayed in the 
garb of an United States soldier, as a private. I 
was on the way to Washington. It was early in 
the ‘morning, and hunger had already began to get 
in its fine work. That morning, I breakfasted in 
the Cooper Shop Restaurant, and I was waited on 
by some of the fair ladies of this fair city. The 
meal was a good one, but the motive that prompted 
the givers of it was one of the grandest that was 
ever conceived. The memory of that act of loyal 
love will never depart from the minds of the brave 
boys, numbering thousands, who were recipients of 
that bounty of good will. On Wednesday, March 
5, 1902, when I was safely bunked in my home, 
trying to get the best of old rheumatism, I was 
visited by J. Warner Hutchins, of this Association, 
who informed me that it had been reported that in 
the 41 years since I had breakfasted in the 
old Cooper Shop, I had not had a square meal, and 
that the Jewelers’ Club had resolved to try and 
fatten my emaciated form. I accepted the invite. 
I came. I have dined. I am’ fatter than I was. 
It may be that I can go 40 more years on the 
strength of this night’s feast. 

I notice that my friend Warwick is here again. 
He looked at the dawn of this meal, like a hungry 
lawyer looking for clients; now he is plethoric in 
bowels, if not in purse, and he has the manner of 
a corporation attorney. The friends who are with 
me to-night are men of character and worth from 
various departments of the world’s workshop, and 
they are here to fatten their leanness, and to fill 
up the empty cells in the braineries with new ideas, 
which sparkle here to-night like the precious stones 
in the show cases. The intellectual display on this 
platform is a rare and precious collection of jewels, 
antique and modern, in every degree of excellence, 
and all are sterling, no plated ware among them. 
I may say that jewelers, like their jewels, are what 
the poet said: 

“Stones of small worth may /ie unseen by day, 

But night itself does the rich gem betray”— 

It takes the electric light, and a Jewelers’ Club 
banquet to bring out all the beauty that lies in a 
jeweler. 


Ex-Mayor Chas. F. Warwick was the 
last speaker, “last but not least,”’ as Presi- 
dent White put it, “to bring the exercises 
to a fitting conclusion.” He arose amid 
cheers and said: 


“I have attended many banquets, and in the past 
have been the recipient of your generosity and 
your welcome, but never yet have I been present 
at one as interesting and instructive as this.”’ Con- 
tinuing in a humorous vein, Mr. Warwick cracked 
several jokes at the expense of Dr. Twing, and 
paraphrased or continued some of the sentiments 
of previous speakers. “The jewelry trade repre- 
sents a business that has more joy and pain than 
any other in the world—it decorates the woman and 
impoverishes the man.” (Laughter.) ‘“‘When you 
beautify the mothers and daughters, as the Mayor 
so well told us, the men have to squirm to raise 
the money, and you have trouble to get it from 
them. No doubt it was so from time immemorial,” 
he said, and cited humorous historical incidents, 
among others Cleopatra dissolving the pearl that 
Anthony had paid for. The pearl in all probability, 
he said, came from the shops of J. E. Caldwell & 
Co., who must have been then in business on the 
north side of the Palladium. Dropping into a 
serious vein, the speaker referred to Admiral 
Schley and General Wheeler, saying that it was 
something to have interwoven one’s name in the 
fabric of history as these two men had, and it was 
something to see and hear men like these, whose 
memory would be imperishable and their names 
forever high in the record of heroes of their land 
Then in eloquent words he told how they, im 
pressed us with a knowledge of the past and pres- 
ent—both born below Mason and Dixon's line, but 
one joining the navy of the North and the other 
the army of the South. The Spanish war, which, 
by the way, the speaker characterized as “the most 
just war ever undertaken in humanity’s cause,” 
brought them together under one flag, the past all 
forgotten, and at Santiago each was a strong factor, 





one on land, and one on sea, in the events that 
ended in the American victory. No better exam- 
ple of the present cemented nation and of the 
homogenity of our people could be given than was 
found in these two men of power. The banquet 
had written a new phase in history in having these 
two men on the same platform. 


After delivering an eulogy on Admiral 
Schley and his work at Santiago the speaker 
took up various topics of the day, from our 
prosperity to the welcome of Prince Henry, 
and concluded by saying that we are a 
young nation, strong and prosperous, but 
we must not be vainglorious, but go on 
our way, without entangling alliances, cap- 
turing every market and making and ce- 
menting strong friendships throughout the 
world. 

Then to the tune of “Star Spangled 
Banner” the Seventh annual and most suc- 
cessful banquet of the Jewelers’ Club of 
Philadelphia came to an end.

The Reports of the Condition of the Eu- 
ropean Diamond Trade. 

Various misleading reports have been 
printed in the daily papers of this coun- 
try, during the past two weeks, concern- 
ing an alleged crisis-in the diamond trade 
of Antwerp, Amsterdam and London. The 
“crisis,’ according to these reports, was 
the result of several failures and the theft, 
by dealers, of: diamonds of great value in 
the aggregate, with which they had disap- 
peared, some of them coming to this coun- 
try with the stones in their possession. The 
truth concerning these reports has been 
difficult to get at. Contradictory news has 
come to THE CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY, and from 
it all the following has been deduced and 
is, apparently, quite near the facts: 

There have been several failures in the 
three diamond centers mentioned, but near- 
ly all the firms affected are rated below 


the leaders; some of them are small, 
others are little known to the trade in 
this country, as all the larger concerns 





None of the failures has affected | 
the American market nor is likely to. 
Among the failures, all of which took 
place about the first of February, were: 
Ems Bros., London, with liabilities of 
1,200,000 francs; Borowsky & Weinbaum, 
Antwefp, 700,000 francs; S. ‘Loebenheim, 
Antwerp, 30,000 francs ; Samuel Tolkowsky, 
Antwerp, 530,000 francs; Rees, Uhlmann & 
Hirschman, Antwerp, 350,000 francs; J. 
Hymans, Amsterdam, 1,000,000 guilders; 
Graanboom, Amsterdam, 700,000 guilders; 
Neulinger Bros., Antwerp, 500,000 francs. 
Tn nearly all these cases, the amount of lia- 
bilities is-probably overstated. 

Concerning nearly all these failures 
there are certain peculiar conditions that 
cause suspicion. In some cases this has 
been proved in court. For instance: Three 
members of one firm mentionéd bought 
goods on the 18th of the month with checks 
dated the 2lst. On the 19th, a member 
of the firm went to another city. When he 
came back the purchased goods were miss- 
ing. He said the diamonds had been Stolen. 
Nevertheless, the court sent him and his 
two partners to jail. Another of the men 
mentioned has been sentenced to two years 
for making what, by a literal translation 
of the Belgian term, would be, in English, 
a “swindle failure.’ He had disappeared, 
however, with diamonds and was still miss 
ing, 10 days ago. 

Two of the men whose names are men 
tioned are in the United States. Recently 
one of them was in Cincinnati, O., for the 
purpose of disposing of part of the goods. 
It is stated, in advices from abroad, that |

efforts are being made to secure the arrest 
and extradition of these men. 

As before stated, this condition of af- 
fairs has had no effect nor is it likely to 
have on the diamond market in this coun- 
try. All the losses and trouble fall on 
Antwerp, Amsterdam, London and Paris. 
A London gablegram received within a 
few days states that the situation has been 
greatly exaggerated and that the opinion 
there is that all the failures do not ag- 
gregate more than 100,000 pounds, The 
fact that DeBeers rose half a point in 
the stock market, March 5, seemed to con- 
firm the statement that the diamond mar- 
ket was not seriously disturbed. 

Another factor that tends to show that 
the market will remain firm with a proba- 
bility of a rise is the strikes in Amsterdam 
and Antwerp. A cable dispatch giving ad- 
vices from Amsterdam, March 5, said that 
4,000 men were then idle with a prospect 
of the strike spreading to include the few 
workmen still engaged in cutting rough. 
The supply of cut stones was stated to be 
noticeably less than the demands of the 
market.

PRECIOUS STONES THE FRUIT OF TREES. 
Soutu Benp, Ind., Feb. 14, 1902. 
Editor THe Jewelers’ CirCULAR-WEEKLY: 
The six lines, from 11th line to 16th line, 
page 23, THe JEweLers’ CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY, 
Feb. 5, 1902, about precious stones that were 
the fruit of trees, are particularly interesting 
to me, because I am fortunate to possess 
some precious stones that were once the 
fruit of trees. I inherited them, in 1869, 
from my father, in Zemplen Megye Tolcsva, 
Hungary. They are supposed to have been 
owned by Alexander the Great, the founder 
of the great Greek‘ Empire, and, later, by 
Constantine, the first Christian Emperor. 
There is, among these fruit stones, one that 
the Greek and Roman historians universally 
believed to be the purest and the most per- 
fect fruit stone in the world. It weighs 
about 75 karats, and it is in natural shape 
yet. This is the very stone that, according 
to the translations of the orthodox -Greek, 
Rev, Father J. Dalinius, of Tokay, and 
Zseltvay Joszef, D.D., Greek scholar, of 
Tolesva, 1848, caused the conversion of 
Constantine, the Emperor, to Christianity. 
Below is a translation from Greek into 
Hungarian from J. Dalinius and Zseltvay 
Joszef, D.D.: 
“Ldétam a keresstet az Egen, 
Jésus meghalt azon a Jén, 
Draga gyumilcsé 6 megirikitvén, 
Azért én is mint 6 meg maradvén.” 
Translated into English: 
“T have seen the cross on heaven, 
Jesus died on that tree, 
Thou hast preserved its precious fruit 
That I might be just like He.” 
: Kindly give us in your paper, some more 
information about precious stones that were 
the “fruit of trees.” Is there anyone in 
America who has some of them? The an- 
cient Greeks considered them to be the most 
precious of all stones.

but that, during that time, he has made pay 
ments of about $4,000 to certain creditors, 
thereby giving a preference, within the 
meaning of the Bankruptcy act. and they 
ask that he be adjudicated a bankrupt. The 
creditors also made application for a re- 
ceiver for the property of Mr. Cohn, alleg- 
ing that he was in ill health and unable to 
conduct the business; that he had stock 
of between $6,000 and $8,000, and accounts 
valued at between $3,000 and $4,000; that 
there were certain actions against him in 
the City Court which might result in judg- 
ments for creditors, and that a receiver was 
necessary to protect the property. Judge 
Adams appointed Robert A. Inch tempor- 
ary receiver, in the usual bond. When seen 
at his office, yesterday, Mr. Cohn said that 
he had no attorney and had put himself en- 
tirely into the hands of his creditors. He 
had, he said, paid up his bills until the last 
dollar was exhausted. He would have paid 
the creditors in full if they had given him 
time but, instead, they took these proceed- 
ings. Mr. Cohn began business about 1895, 
after having worked on commission for sev- 
eral years. He was granted an extension 
by his creditors, about three years ago. In 
recent years he has suffered much from ill 
health.

I have invented aa article 
which I desire to have some one pay cost of pat 
enting, etc. Now, what per cent. or share is gen- 
erally given to one that furnishes money to make 
application and have article patented, and, not 
having any means of knowing that party or 
parties I should show article to, how shall I be 
sure of his or their honesty? No man would 
want to invest money in something he had never 
seen. SUBSCRIBER. 

ANSWER :—We do not think that there is 
a general rule as to dividing ownership of 
a patent. This depends greatly on the 
character of the patent, the amount of 
money involved for expenses, and the prob- 
able profit of the enterprise. It is a ques- 
tion to be adjusted between the parties con- 
cerned and the percentage may vary from 
25 to 75. The usual mode is to have a 
model made showing the invention, al- 
though models are not required by the 
Patent Office, drawings being preferred. 
There are persons who make a business of 
making models and such parties usually 
are to be trusted; otherwise they would 
lose their business. If correspondent could 
have the model made in his town, he could 
follow the work as it progresses.

Would you please give me a little information 
in regard to what to do? A customer left a silver 
watch, Swiss make, cylinder movement, stem- 
wind, hunting case, about the size of a 6-size 
American make. It cost in the vicinity of $3.50 
when new. This one was quite old. I had the 
watch about two years and it became lost or 
stolen, and now the customer demands it and has 
placed the case in the hands of an attorney, and 
wants to recover $5. I tendered him $1, which I 
consider is more than the watch was worth. Now, 
if he brings suit would you take counsel and de- 
fend it? Is there any way he can recover more 
than it would bring at a forced sale as old silver, 
and is there no law to protect anyone in similar 
cases? Yours respectfully, 


ANSWER :—As long as the jeweler offers 
what he considers a fair compensation for 
the article lost, it is incumbent upon the 
other party, if he claims more, to bring suit 
for such amount. It is for the plaintiff in 
this case to prove the value of the missing 
watch and the jury will decide, upon the 
preponderance of evidence, as to who is 
correct as regards the value of the article.

The writer of this 
article asserted that the methods of doing so 
were tried and set aside as impracticable by 
jewelers, many years ago. 

We beg to correct him and will state that 
we can make any of our seamless rings 
larger to any size required and smaller by 
five to six sizes, without being “dished” 
and without losing the original shape and 
weight.

A HINT ON FURNISHING THE STORE. 





66Q7OSTLY thy habit as thy purse can 

buy” is a good motto for the re- 
tailer to consider when fitting up a new 
store or office, or when refitting an old 
one. Choose good, substantial fixings. Use 
material that will stand wear and that will 
not become shabby in a short while. If you 
can afford luxurious furnishings, have them 
by all means, but do not have cheap, tawdry 
furnishings in your store. An incident 
may be here cited which will serve as an 
illustration. An office was fitted up in New 
York, about a year ago, with imitation 
Turkish rugs, velvet window seats, fancy 
gilt chairs, etc. The effect was excellent 
when everything was new, but after one 
year, when a second visit was paid to 
the same office, such a shabby, uninviting 
place as greeted the visitor’s eye could hard- 
ly be recognized as the same place. Had 
the proprietor expended the same sum on 
plain, substantial furnishings and gradually 
added such improvements as he could af- 
ford, the result would have been much more 
satisfactory. 


“One unsalable article in a retailer’s stock, 
perhaps urged upon a buyer, is not held to 
be an evidence so much of the buyer’s indis- 
cretion as it is of the maker’s persistence. 
One unsuccessful pattern is just as efficient 
a factor in injuring a maker’s reputation 
with that buyer as is the one irregular act 
of a man whose previous record has been 
without a blemish.”—An Old Jeweler.

A SHORT TALK ON RETAILERS’ ADVERTISING. 


ITHOUT advertising this would be a 
dull world and newspapers would be 
small, prosy sheets with little local hews 





| and still less of foreign, But within the last 


decade a wonderful change has been 
wrought and that change is due almost en- 
tirely to advertising. 

Advertising is of many kinds. Any 
method of attracting the attention of the 
public to an article or store is advertising. 
But there is good and bad advertising. Good 
advertising is that which attracts, holds and 
convinces the reader that the article written 
about is a good one—the best—and that the 
store advertising it is the one to be patron- 
ized. Bad advertising does not attract, hold 
or convince for many reasons. The state- 
ments may be well written, the arguments 
strong and the store reliable, but if the ad. 
is not inserted in the proper medium; if 
not displayed so that it stands out promi- 


| nently before the reader; if the type is 


so small that the average reader will not 
read it, the advertising in itself will fail, 
not because the matter itself is poor, but 
because it is poorly presented. 

To make your advertisements prominent 
in a newspaper use a nice, easily readable 
type and not more than three or four styles. 
State your facts in as few words as pos- 
sible and go right to the point. Don't be 
afraid to use just the right amount of 
space. Avoid the appearance of crowd- 
ing. It looks cheap. Don’t buy space and

use as much as necessary for each ad. It 
will save much worry and annoyance. 

The advertising of retail jewelers in com- 
parison to that of dealers in other lines does 
not show an equa! amount of study and at- 
tention. This is due, no doubt, to the fact 
that jewelers, as a rule, have been content 
to simply keep their names before the pub- 
lic with a statement that they sell watches, 
clocks, diamonds, jewelry and silver ware. 
For some years many have added “Eyes 
examined free,” and so forth. But compe- 
tition is becoming so sharp with department 
stores and mail order houses that the sim- 
ple statements before mentioned will have 
to be discarded and the examples of deal- 
ers in other lines should be studied. With 
the large and varied stocks of retail jewelers 
it is a comparatively easy matter to pre-

for each week in the year. For instance, 
if hand carved rings are to be advertised 
mention that fact and what you want to 
say about them as briefly as possible, but 
to the point. Note this example:

By carefully keeping track of your stock 


| and studying the advertisements of the 


manufacturers as seen in THE CIRCULAR- 
WEEKLY, the retail advertising matter of 
jewelers can be greatly improved. 

The greatest event in the year for the 
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jeweler is Christmas. How many articles 
there are which could be described and 
written about in such a manner that in- 
tending purchasers would be attracted to the 
store, which truthfully and entertainingly 
sets forth the merits of its goods. Be en- 
thusiastic about your stock, keep it bright 
and clean and speak to each one of your 
possible customers through the medium of 
the best newspapers in your town, and you 
will be surprised how your store will be 
uppermost in the minds of your towns- 
people when they desire any article in your 
line. 

After Christmas there is a brief rest from 
the arduous labor so lately undergone, but 
the live jeweler still has something to tell. 
This may be concerning a reduction sale; 
the arrival of new goods to fill up his de- 
pleted stock, or about his repair department. 
Concerning the latter, it is a fact that many 
permanent customers are attracted to a 
store by the high order of its repair work 
and for this reason it should be advertised— 
not that you are the best repairer in the 
town (let your customers decide that), 
but that you are thoroughly master of your 
trade and guarantee satisfaction. That’s all 
that is necessary and will attract and, if 
your work is all right, will hold all who 
give you a trial. 

Several weeks after Christmas there is 
Valentine’s Day, at which time some of 
the surplus silver novelties or trinkets can 
be worked off. And then in rapid succes- 
sion we have the wedding season, Easter, 
commencements and so on, and, before it is 
fairly realized, the Fall trade has begun 
and you will again be ready with a stronger 
claim than ever that you and your store 
are to be preferred to others. 

The preparing of ads. is a somewhat diffi- 
cult matter, if one wishes to advertise sys- 
tematically, and with regard to the best in- 
terests of the store. If you cannot do it 
yourself assign that duty to your son, clerk 
or anyone who has an aptitude for the work, 
and take him into your confidence. Don’t 
make him feel he is prying when seeking 
information, but give him all the manufac- 
turers’ and wholesalers’ advertising matter 
and supply him with the trade journal. If 
possible, allow him to be present when the 
stock is bought, so that he may ask ques- 
tions, if he desires to do so. Then the 
proprietor should see that the work is well 
done. Don’t advertise one week and skip the 
next, or allow the same ad. to run longer 
than a week. 

Remember that it is only by the contin- 
uous arresting of attention that the confi- 
dence and patronage of the public are gain- 
ed. Talk entertainingly of your goods, dis- 
play the advertised articles in the show win- 
dow and give prices, if possible; have your 
ads. nicely displayed ; make them seasonable 
and don’t try to be funny.

JEWELED FIGURE IN A MERCHANTS’ CAR.

ee JORDAN, San Bernardino, 

Cal., contributed a unique feature, in 
the form of a tableaux, at a merchants’ 
carnival or ““Phantasma,” at Redlands, Cal., 
and was awarded first prize by vote of 
the audience. The value of the jewels used 
was said to have been over $5,000. The 
tableaux represented a clock surmounted by 
a female figure. Mrs. Alva Bay represented 
the figure. A local newspaper described 
her jewelry as follows:

Ban cieties should be 
FUNDS. protective. That is, 


they should provide 
funds to defend themselves to the bitter 
end from being legislated or litigated out 
of business. There is an apparent source 
of danger in this direction. If the medical 
fraternity can secure the legislation they de- 
sire and can apply it or secure such inter- 
pretation of it by the courts as will enable 
them to stop any one not having a medical 
license from practicing optometry or pre- 


scribing lenses for the defects of the eyes,,. 


they will do so. They have shown and will 
continue to show this disposition. An ac- 
tive and popular State health officer—that 
is, who is popular with his medical breth- 
ren—is one who will pursue this course. 
This is being demonstrated, and it only 
needs a little fixing up of the various State 
medical acts to enable these officers to 
bear down upon the optician. The State 
health officers will begin proceedings by 
picking up some optical fakir who pretends 
to cure anything, from toothache to in- 
sanity, by the glasses he prescribes. He 
will be a man all legitimate opticians de- 
spise and know to be unworthy of any de- 
fence. One of two courses is open to State 
societies in these circumstances: (1) To 
let the doctors have their prey and eliminate 
him from the State where the action is be- 
gun; (2) to rush to his defence and identify 
the State society with flagrant fakery of 
that kind and spend the society’s funds 
for the purpose. In our opinion the State 
optical society should hold itself aloof from 
any such action and save its funds to de- 
fend its members only in the legitimate 
practice of their profession. The decision 
by a justice court—it would not be apt to 
go farther if the State society did not take 
it up—would not be a precedent of any con- 
sequence and the State would be rid, with- 
out cost, of a class as obnoxious to the le- 
gitimate optician as to any one else. The 
funds would also be conserved for a proper 
use. This use would be the defence of any 
legitimate member of a State optical society 
who conformed to its rules with respect 
to the legitimate representations an opti- 
cian might make. It is plain that to pursue 


this plan, no one who is not a competent 
refractionist should be admitted to a State 
society and that those admitted should be 











allow them to make all representations that 
any skilled optician can, in honesty and de- 
cency, make, but no others. There should, 
therefore, be a censorship of the printed rep- 
resentations put out by members, a perfect- 
ly friendly censorship, calculated to protect 


members from making too broad claims or | 


pretensions, by a carefully selected commit- 
tee of the State society. By pursuing such 
a course and showing such a purpose, the 
State society would disarm a great deal of 
the criticism of the doctors, make them- 
selves far stronger and better prepared to 
overcome bigoted medical legislation and at 
the same time do much to protect them- 
selves from the same class of mountebanks 
that the doctors chiefly object to, as well as 
conserve their defence fund. 





OPTICIANS’ CODE OF ETHICS. 





Y og most potent laws governing the 
conduct of men have never found a 


place among the statutes. Of this class are 


the various codes of ethics controlling the | 


practice and the representations of profes- 
sional men. It is perfectly natural and cer- 
tainly very important that such codes be 
generally accepted and adopted. They are 
laws that are self-made and adopted with- 
out a vote, but stronger than statutory en- 
actments. 


There must soon come to be understood | 


among professional opticians such a code, 
if indeed that code is not already in its 
formative stage. Opticians generally disap- 
prove of over-statements as to their pro- 
fessional services by less scrupulous mem- 
bers of the profession. No optician can 
represent himself to be an “eye doctor” 
and be supported in such representation 
by the profession. The representation is a 
little too broad. It is too evidently calcu- 
lated to deceive those who would naturally 
seek the services of such a man. For the 
same reason “eye specialist’ is objection- 
able. It is too evidently an attempt to mas- 
querade, at least partially, in the borrowed 
regalia of medical contemporaries. 

Another style of representation—that in 
which the optician professes to cure nearly 
all the diseases in the category, by the 
glasses he furnishes—is still more objec- 
tionable. It is nauseating. It is more ob- 
jectionable even than the spread eagle, red 
cap, monkey and band wagon style of in- 
ducing people to buy glasses; or the method 
of introducing fictitious titles to the ordi- 
nary crown glass lenses used in making 
spectacles. But there are legitimate repre- 
sentations that the optician may make, with; 





out indulging in any of these more than 
questionable methods. 

1. Is the optician a physician? No. Then 
there can be no harm in his saying so in 
sO many words, to avoid the appearance 
of misrepresentation. Let him do so in all 
his special advertising. 

2. Does the optician have any right to 
or does he pretend to treat the eye medi- 
cally? No. Then there can be no harm 
in his saying so in so many words in all 
his special advertisements and circular rep- 
resentations. 

3. But do eyes that are optically defect- 
ive derange the action of remote organs 
or produce disturbances analogous to those 
produced by real disease? Yes. The opti- 
cian has a right to say so. 

4. Can any course of medical treatment, 
besides an optical correction of the eyes, 
allay these disturbances or restore the or- 
gans to healthful action? Certainly not. 
The optician not only has the right but it 
is his duty to say so. 

5. May the optician say whether the de- 
rangement of a vital organ is due to an ocu- 
lar cause or that it is an ocular reflex? Not 
absolutely, but ocular reflexes are often re- 
sponsible for such things. The optician has 
a right to say so. No doctor can say that 
such derangement is not due to eyes, unless 
a medical course of treatment is corrective 
of such effects. 

6. Do lenses imposed before the eyes 
correct the defects or merely the physio- 
logical action of the eyes? Lenses are not 
corrective of optical defects of the eyes. 
They merely adapt the light going into the 
eye to its optical defect, and save it by 
such means from abnormal physiological 
action. The optician has a right to so ex- 
press himself. He practices not upon eyes 
but upon light. The relief to the eye is an 
incident—a very fortunate one to the patient 
—of thus adapting light to it. The optician 
“tempers the wind to the shorn lamb,” 
nothing more. 

These and many other representations of 
a similar nature can be ethically made by 
the optician. The physician is not educated 
in this line of work, and every physician 
knows it. All that he knows about light 
and its modification by lenses he has picked 
up since he left the medical school.

So much has been written concerning 
muscular imbalance, its importance as 
an element in functional nervous disturb- 
ances and the value of prism exercises or 
tenotomies, partial or complete, for its cor- 
rection that one of the most simple and at 
the same time most effective measures for 
its relief has been singularly overlooked, or, 
at least, is not commonly employed, while 
at the same time there is no measure that 
has been so uniformly of value, and in 
which relief has been as speedily attained 
as by the one to be described. 

Before considering this in detail, how- 
ever, it may be promised that it is not by 
mere muscular strength that consensual 
ocular movements are accomplished. It is 
a daily experience with all ophthalmolo- 
gists that within a comparatively short time 
the interna! recti muscles may be made to 
accomplish twice or three times the amount 
of work in overcoming prisms that is de- 
veloped by the initial effort. If, for ex- 
ample, the first trial shows that these mus- 
cles have a strength of 10 prism degrees, in 
half an hour this may be increased to 20 
and in an hour to 30 or 40 degrees. This 
increase cannot, of course, be due to an ac- 
tual development of these muscles in that 
short time, as muscular growth is necessari- 
ly the result of exercise extending through 
weeks of time. 

That which has occurred, therefore, is 
psychic, and is the result of the voluntary 
direction of nervous energy toward a spe- 
cial set of muscles and the direction in 
which this energy is diverted is determined 
by the direction of the apex of the prism. 
This is demonstrated by the methods em- 
ployed by those who consider that a small 
amount of manifest heterophoria may con- 
ceal a much larger amount that is latent. 

If, for example, a preliminary test shows 
an esophoria of two degrees the use for 
half an hour of a 2-degree prism, applied 
with the apex in, may then show an excess 
of two degrees with the prism on, or of four 
degrees without a prism. This, if correct- 
ed, may soon be followed by six, and that, 
later, by eight or more. In other words, 
there has been an excess of nervous energy 
directed towards the interni, and the use of 
the prism has increased that effort until the 
largest amount possible has been produced. 
This is the reverse of the usual teaching 
which is that the effort made by the externi 
to maintain a balance has been relieved and 
the actual tension of the interni has been 
made manifest. 

Now, in order that we may know some- 
thing of the condition of normal balance, we 
should know the average prism strength of 
the recti muscles. I think that the con- 
sensus of opinion will agree that the stan- 
dard ordinarily given is much too high. In 


the experience of the writer the internal 
recti, in a condition of perfect comfort and 
freedom from eye strain, may vary within 
wide limits and may be anywhere between 
15 and 60 degrees. 

But as the eyes, when normal, are always 
in a condition of convergence, the externi, 
which steady and govern the action of their 
stronger antagonists, are found to have an 
exceedingly narrow range for their activi- 
ties, and it is unusual to find that when a 
proper equipoise is maintained they over- 
come under five or over seven prism de- 
grees, instead of eight degrees, as ordinarily 
assumed. 

The superior and inferior recti again, 
when the corresponding muscles are equally 
balanced cause no discomfort or other dis- 
agreeable effects when they overcome only 
one degree each, or they may be alike, nor- 
mal with a sursumduction or deorsumduc- 
tion of three or four degrees. 

If, however, after careful and repeated 
tests it is found that the interni are rela- 
tively low as compared with the externi, 
overcoming, perhaps, from five to 10 de- 
grees, while the externi readily reach seven 
or over, and in almost every instance when 
the external measures nine or over what- 
ever may be the-strength of their antagon- 
ists, one of two conclusions may be safely 
predicated—either that an excess of energy 
is directed to the externi or that hyperphoria 
or catophoria will be found to exist. If, 
again, One superior rectus has a prism 
strength of but one or two degrees, while 
the corresponding muscle has three degrees 
or more, it is to the latter that the greater 
determination of energy is directed. 

All organic changes are primarily func- 
tional, and if nervous energy be directed 
long enough toward any single muscle the 
blood supply is determined in that direction 
and its substance becomes better nourished, 
increased in size and structurally changed. 
If, on the other hand, nervous energy be 
diverted from that muscle the blood supply 
is diminished, it is less actively nourished 
and its substance decreased; it becomes 
again structurally changed. 

Now, if it be a fact that in heterophoric 
conditions the temporary application of 
prisms with the apices toward the assum- 
edly relatively stronger muscles increases 
the power of duction.of that muscle the 
corollary naturally would be that a prism of 
not too high degree, with the apex toward 
the seemingly weaker muscle would in the 
same way increase its power of duction and 
produce a normal balance. 

If, for example, the interni overcome 30 
degrees of prism, while the externi: are un- 
certain at three or four degrees, and a mani- 
fest esophoria is present of two or three 
degrees, the use of a prism of one degree 
before each eye, with the base out, would 
in a short time increase the adduction to 32 
or more, while the esophoria would be 
doubled in amount. If, on the other hand, 
the same strength of prism be placed before 
the eyes, with the base in, in half an hour 
the esophoria will have disappeared and the 
externi will be found to have a prism 
strength of five degrees. If, as happens in 
the daily experience of the writer, the pa- 
tient has been unable to use the eyes with 
any comfort whatever in the former case, 
in the latter the relief is immediate and 
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apparent, and the eyes may be used con- 
sensually at short range with great com- 
fort. 

If, on the other hand, the externi have 
been disproportionately energized and the 
prism strength is nine degrees or more the 
use of weak prisms with the bases out will 
accomplish in half an hour what would 
take many weeks by the more cumbersome 
employment of a prism battery for daily ex- 
ercise. Again, if there is a disparity in the 
superior straight muscles, a half degree 
prism, or one of one degree, as may be ne- 
cessary, before each eye, with the apex 
toward the muscle of least prism power, 
will restore the lost balance and give speedy 
relief. These prisms are worn as spectacles 
or in combination with the focal correction 
for days or weeks or months, as may be 
necessary; when the normal balance has 
been restored they may be discontinued per- 
manently, or occasionally resumed, as con- 
ditions demand. 

Not infrequently with muscular imbalance 
anisometropia is found to exist. In- 
deed, as the effort governing accommoda- 
tion is associated with the muscular move- 
ments, it is entirely possible that the ab- 
normal determination of energy toward a 
certain group of muscles is primarily depen- 
dent upon the organic defects in the eyes, 
and it is usually necessary to accurately 
correct the refraction before undertaking to 
restore the muscular balance; but, unfor- 
tunately, as all experienced ophthalmolo- 
gists have discovered, the adjustment of 
right focal lenses is not always in itself suf- 
ficient to relieve the intense nervous strain 
from which the patient is suffering and in 
some instances such glasses cannot be worn 
at all. 

It then becomes necessary to employ, in 
connection with correction glasses, or in- 
dependent of them, the prismatic combina- 
tion described. This may be accomplished 
by means of the temporary use of fronts, 
or, if such lenses are to be worn for any 
protracted period, the prisms may be per- 
manently ground on the focal lenses or used 
as spectacles or eyeglasses alone. In strab- 
ismus in children with whom the refractive 
correction has not been sufficient to restore 
binocular vision, such a combination in 
some instances has been wholly effective in 
re-establishing parallelism of the visual 
axes. It is obvious, however, that in those 
cases in which the muscular tissue has be- 
come structurally changed and the muscle 
abnormally strengthened and enlarged, op- 
erative measures must be instituted. 

In simple heterophoria conditions, how- 
ever, the relief has been so marked when re- 
versed prisms have been employed after the 
manner outlined that the less physiological 
method of graduated tenotomies has been 
almost wholly abandoned, and the writer’s 
case book is filled with instances in which 
the results of this method of treatment have 
been gratifying, rapid, complete and per- 
manent. 


The purpose of the above is to show, at 
least so the writer infers, that in esophoria 
the chief fault is due to the patient’s ina- 
bility to energize the externals sufficiently 
to overcome the esophoric tendency; and 
also the view that the wearing of a prism 
or prisms which necessitate still further ex- 
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penditure of nerve energy upon them for 
a half hour develops the needed energy bet- 
ter than prism exercise, as ordinarily given 
by the battery form of exercising prisms 
for a few minutes at a time daily. As the 
plan in esophoria is followed out in exo- 
phoria and hyperphoria, not only for devel- 
oping nerve energy by temporary use but 
for continuous use, this is a proposition to 
reverse all rules of procedure in the cor- 
rection with prisms of muscular imbalances. 
The general theory is that the purpose of 
the prisms is not corrective but for al- 


lowing the eyes to deviate according 
to their tendency. All ophthalmologists 
will be interested in this novel theory 


and, no doubt, it will be heard from. Dr. 
Lewis has certainly stirred up a hornet’s 
nest for himself and we shall be interested 
in watching developments. If it is correct 
practice, in esophoric eyes, to give prisms 
base in, and in exophoric eyes to give prisms 
base out, there are many people who ought 
to know it. 

There is a plausible appearance to the 
theory that the insufficient muscle or mus- 
cles, in any imbalance, are insufficient, not 
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because of inherent weakness, but because 
of the inability, without special cultivation, 
of directing a due amount of nerve energy 
to them. There is probably an abundance 
of nerve force to energize the muscles as 
ordinarily required, both for binocular fixa- 
tion and to range the eyes in different di- 
rections, as well as for any special needs 
which a muscular imbalance may create, but 
to direct the needed energy to the required 
point or points, especially among muscles | 
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so closely associated in their action as these 
ocular muscles are, may need such special 
cultivation. The muscles and nerve distri- 
bution to them in the fingers, for instance, 
are abundant. But the pianist, the violin- 
ist or others using the fingers in a special 
way require cultivation to direct the en- 
ergy to the right point without energizing 
also a muscle that would neutralize such 
action or make it ineffective. As finger 
movements are required to develop these 
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powers, which are not so much muscular 
as nerve directing power, in the fingers, it 
seems reasonable to grant the writer that 
point, or at least to treat his theory as one 
not to be lightly thrown aside. It is very 
nice, at least, to have an original idea from 
this quarter of the optical world.

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WATCH-WINDING INDICATOR. 





INVENTED BY JOHN AUBRY SAUNDERS, 
RICH MOND, VA, 


ETTERS patent, No. 685,800, dated 
Nov. 5, 1901, have been granted to 
John Aubry Saunders for a new device, a 
watch-winding and clock-winding indicator. 
As both devices are essentially alike, we will 
reproduce here only those parts of the spec- 
ifications having reference to the watch. 

Mr. Saunders says that the object of his 
invention is to provide an indicating device 
by which it may be determined at a glance 
when it is time to wind the watch or clock, 
thereby insuring that, if the warning is 
heeded, the mechanism involved will not be- 
come deranged through irregular manipu- 
lation. It will be seen, therefore, that his 
indicator will prove desirable and valuable, 
inasmuch as it is an infallible reminder 
that a necessary duty shoula be performed. 

In the accompanying drawings, Fig. 1 
shows a sectional view of a portion of the 
frame and part of the indicator-controlling 
mechanism. Fig. 2 shows the invention 
adapted for use upon a watch, the face of 
the watch being removed. Fig. 3 is to il- 
lustrate in section and side elevation of the 
complete grouping of the parts necessary 
to complete the indicator, to be considered in 
connection with Fig. 1. Fig. 4 is a perspec- 
tive view of one of the parts of the indica- 
tor mechanism. Fig. 5 shows a detail view 
of a portion of the controlling mechanism 
employed in the indicator. Fig. 6 is a ver- 
tical section taken tnrough the indicator 
mechanism, In order to conveniently refer 
to the details of the invention and their 
co-operating accessories, numbers are em- 
ployed, it being understood that the same 
number is used to designate a similar part 
throughout the views. 

We will state here that the indicator 
wheel 6, Fig. 2, is graduated into 24 
hours, but it will be understood that 
quantity may be used. The dial which 
has been removed, has a slot in 
that the graduation of the indicating wheel 
may be read. In Fig. 3 the gear 7 is dis- 
posed as an idler on the reduced end of the 
shaft 9 and is provided upon its outer face 
with a pin 14 or the equivalent thereof, said 
pin being designed to hold the said gear 
from casually slipping ott the reduced end. 
By reference to Fig. 3, it will be seen that 
the section 15 represents a portion of the 
framework and within a suitable aperture

provided in said section is rotatably mounted | 


the tubular shaft 9. Upon the inner end of 
the shaft 9 is movably mounted the wheel 
16, which wheel is illustrated in detail in 
Fig. 5. 

By reference to Fig. 5, it will be observed 
that a central aperture 17 is provided, which 
is cut away upon each side to form the 
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lateral recesses 18. In order to cause the

Upon the upper surface adjacent to 
the dial is erected upon the wheel 16 guid- 
ing fingers 20, which may be made as shown 
or struck up from the material of the wheel 
itself and radially disposed upon said wheel 
with respect to each other and may be form- 
ed in any preferred way, 


means of the square or angular aperture 22, 
it being understood that this portion of the 
shaft 9 is also squared and of proper size 
to be loosely received by said aperture. 
Within the edge of the wheel 21 is 
formed at regular intervals the recesses 23, 
the walls forming each end of said recesses 
being beveled, as indicated by the numeral 
24, said recesses being of proper extent to 


their office being |'receive one of the fingers 20 and thus en- 
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able the wheel 21 to lie closely in contact 
with the wheel 16. By the arrangement 
thus described it is obvious that during the 
beginning of the rotation of the wheel 16 the 
wheel 21 will be caused to ride upon the in- 
clined fingers 20 until said wheel is brought 
into engagement with the pinion 7, at which 
instant the pins or lugs 19 will engage the 
walls of their recesses and induce the ra- 
tation of the shaft 9, when al} of said parts 
will rotate in sympathy with each other. 
It is desirable to thus cause the simultane- 
ous rotation of the shaft 9, the pinion 7 and 
16, and the wheel 21 during the process of 
winding the watch, since by such action of 
said parts the wheel 6 will be caused to 
rotate, and thereby reverse the movement 
of the indicator wheel or plate 12 until it is 
restored to the initia! position or until “1” 
or “0” is brought to the slot of the dial, 
shaft 9 being held in the usual manner 
against reverse rotation, as by a ratchet 
wheel and a suitable pawl. 

In Fig. 2 is illustrated the invention as 
applied upon an ordinary stem-winding 
watch, wherein it will be seen how the parts 
shown in Figs. 1 and 3 are assembled in 
co-operative relationship. The pinion 7 is 
never positively operated except during 
winding process, as said pinion acts as an 
idler during the time the watch is running. 

Above is explained how the indicator is 
restored to its initial position through the 
co-operation of gears 6 and 7, while the 
watch is being wound, inasmuch as the 
wheel 21 will ride upon the inclined guid 
ing pins 20 and thus be forced into fric 
tional contact with the gear 7, thereby 
inducing the rotation thereof. After the 
winding has been completed it will be seen 
that the indicator has been restored, so as 
to indicate “0” through the slotted aperture 
in the dial. While the watch is running che 
gear 34, which is in connection with the 
master-wheel 26 and is driven thereby, will 
induce the rotation of shaft 35, properly 
mounted in the frame, and, thereby, cause 
the pinion 36 to rotate with said shaft; and, 
since the pinions 34 and 36 are properly 
graduated with respect to the movement 
of the master-wheel, the rotation thereof 
will insure that the wheel 6, carrying the in- 
dicator plate, will be rotated in sympathy 
with the expiring strength of said spring and 
cause said indicator to truly designate the 
condition of said spring, since said plate 
is properly graduated, as previously set 
forth. 

Since the gear 36 must move upon its 
shaft while the watch is being wound (in- 
asmuch as the indicator is restored to the 
initial position during the winding proc- 
ess), it becomes necessary to so mount said 
gear 36 upon its shaft that it will be held 
against casual rotation by a frictional grasp 
of spring 37, which is clearly set forth in 
Fig. 1. By this arrangement the frictional 
grasp of the spring 37, disposed around the 
shaft 35 and bearing against the wheel 36, 
will insure, while the watch is running, that 
the wheel 36 will have sufficient power im 
parted to it by its shaft and said spring to 
cause the rotation of the indicatér wheel 
6. When the watch is being wound, how- 
ever, the wheel 36, being only frictionally 
mounted upon its shaft, will be free to ro 
tate upon its shaft when the indicator wheel 
6 is turned by gear 7. 

In Fig. 4 the central portion of the wheel 
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21 is covered with a cushion of some cling- 
ing material, as rubber, this part being des- 
ignated by the numeral 25. The rubber disk 
or cover 25 is brought to bear by the oper- 
ation of the parts just described upon the 
gear 7, thus positively inducing the rotation 
thereof. 

Editorial comment:—The application of 
watch-winding indicators in movements 
which are provided with snail wheels, such 
as marine chronometers and the ancient 
verge watches is not a very difficult prob- 
lem; but its application to all other mod- 
ern movements demands a great deal of | 
skill and accurateness. The explanation in 
the specifications does not make it clear, 
when the wheel 16 is movably mounted 
upon the shaft 9, what prevents it from 
dropping upon the movement plate, thus 
making it impossible for pins 19 to move it, 
etc. There are many features in the draw- 
ings which are not correct and which make 
an exact understanding of the device im- 
possible. We do not think that the num- 
erals 20 are pins but that they are prob- 
ably springs. Numeral 21 in Fig. 3 does not 
represent a correct side view of its perspec- 
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tive 21, Fig. 4; nor does 21, Fig. 2, give a 
correct top view of it. We do not see the 
center wheel upon shaft 4, nor where the 
ratchet wheel, click and click spring are lo- 
cated. Wheel 16 being not used as a ratchet 
wheel, as can be learned from the descrip- 
tion, we suppose, according to Fig. 2, that 
the inventor wants to place it underneath 
wheel 16. If this be the case the elevation 
of the device, as shown in Fig. 3, which is 
already high enough, must become still 
higher, and, according to the drawing, it 
would be necessary to make the watch actu- 
ally in use of double its thickness in order 
to apply the watch-winding indicator. Our 
intention is not to deprecate the invention 
of Mr. Saunders, which, we think, has its 
merits, but in order to be able to properly 
judge it, we would like to see a movement 
carrying the device. 





B. F. Phillips, Cuyahoga Falls, O., has 
an interesting grandfather clock with case 
of cherry and about 80 years old. He has 
placed a gravity movement in the case, 
which is operated by two brass weights 
about the size of a nickel. These weights 
are raised, or wound, every 15 minutes by 
a dry battery in the base of the clock. It 
is claimed to be a very accurate timekeeper 
end to need no attention, except the renew- 





ing of the batteries once in two years. 
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At What Hour do the Stars Rise? 
STRONOMICAL problems demand 
mathematical knowledge for their 
solution. In general, the solution is of a 
nature to interest persons though little 
versed in scientific abstraction, provided 
they pay the least attention to what is pass- 
ing in the heavens. Who, for example, has 
not inquired of himself, while contemplat- 
ing the beautiful stars, at what hour they 
appeared there each day? To this question 
there is an approximate reply, which, with- 
out being very simple, is at least within the 
comprehension of all. Suppose we have a 
good *stereographic map of the heavens, 
such as is met with in an elementary cos- 
mography. Let us take, first, a star of the 
northern hemisphere, Aldebaran, that splen- 
did star called also the Eye of the Bull, 
which has been taken as a type of stars of 
the first magnitude, although it is not the 
most brilliant in the firmament. It is found 
on the map between 4 and 5 o'clock, and a 
little within the circle of the nearest border 
of the map (Fig. 1). Let us call it E; 
we will call E, E P the straight line which 
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WHEN THE STARS RISE. 


joins it to the pole, P e the perpendicular 
to this straight line, E, ¢ the tangent to the 
circle at E, and e E m the straight line 
which joins the star to the point e. 

First operation: Join the pole P to the 
point m and prolong this straight line P m 
up to the point of its meeting the tangent ¢, 
then project the point ¢ on P e as ti by 
means of a parallel to E, P. 

Second operation: To make an angle c 
t; P equal to the latitude of the place, in 
such a manner as to place c on the opposite 
side of the pole to the star E. If one de- 
sires to repeat the construction several 
times, a strong cardboard square can be 
made for the place of residence, with the 
required inclination. 

Finally produce through c (in the direc- 
tion of the hours decreasing from E,) a 
perpendicular to P E, which will cut the 
equator in H. A simple calculation will 
now give the solution of the problem. 
Every one has a calendar. From the calen- 
dar take the number of the day of the vear; 
multiply this number by 4 minutes; sub- 
tract from the product, (1.) 6-100 of the 
number denoting the day of the year, (2.) 
a fixed quantity of 5 hours, 20 minutes. If 
the operation should give a negative result, 
add 365 to the number denoting the day of 
the year.

n the map from 0 hours, and in the natural 
jirection of the figures. The operation will 
onduct us to S for example. To find the 
hour of rising, count on the circle and in 
the natural direction of the figures, the 
number of hours which separate the point 
S from the point H. This is the hour 
sought. 

Let us determine precisely for the star 
selected: Suppose we are at Toulon, whose 
latitude is about 43°; suppose, also, that 
we wish to know the hour of its rising on 
Dec. 25, 1900. The point H, determined 
as described, falls between (Fig. 1.) XXI 
and XXII hours: the question is where to 
place the point S. The ordinal number of 
Dec. 25 is 359. Multiplied by 4 minutes it 
gives 1,436 minutes. Subtracting: (1.) 
6-100 of 359 or 21.54 minutes; (2.) 5 hours 
20 minutes or 320 minutes, total 341.54 or 
342 minutes, which gives as result 1,094 
minutes or 18 hours 14 minutes. The point 
S should then be placed between XVIII 
and XIX (Fig. 1). The arc S H indicates 
the hour sought. “Count 1 for the are XIX 
to XX, 2 for XX to XXI, then add: 46 
minutes for the arc S to XIX; 27 minutes 
for the arc XXI to H approximated as 
closely as possible, which gives for the ris- 
ing of the star at Toulon, Dec. 25, 1900, 
3 hours, 13 minutes. 

It must be added that watches at Toulon 
are regulated by Paris time, so that they 
are about 14 minutes slow, an approximate 
estimate of the difference in longitude be- 
tween Paris and Toulon: they will point 
to 2.59 p. mM. at the moment when Alde- 
baran appears above the horizon. The 
exact time of the appearance is 2 hours, 56 
minutes, 30 seconds. In reality, if it should 
be dark at this moment, our eyes would per- 
ceive the star a little sooner on account of 
the refraction. 

The construction furnishes us another 
fact. By measuring the arc which separ- 
ates S from E, in the natural direction of 
the figures, we obtain the time of the pass- 
age of the star to the meridian. In this 
case, it will be 10 hours, 16 minutes P. Mo. 
or diminished by 14 minutes, 10 hours, 2 
minutes P. M. The actual time is 9 hours, 
59 minutes, 51 seconds. The difference be- 
tween the hour found and the'real hour de- 
pends partly on the fact that the diagram 
is not as accurate as the computation; part- 
ly on the fact that the difference between 
the solar and sidereal time has not been 
taken into account. The hours obtained 
should be diminished by 4-100 of its num- 
ber; but the errors of the process are 
greater than this correction, which may be 
omitted. 

The problem solved above relates only 
to the northern hemisphere; the southern 
hemisphere would require similar opera- 
tions, with only this difference, that the 
point c would be found on the line E: P 
on the same side of the pole as the star. 

Example: To ascertain the time of ris- 
ing at Toulon on Dec. 25th of Fomalhout, 
of the Southern Fish: this beautiful star, 
where the last waves of Aquarius, the water 
bearer, die, is found between XXII and 
XXIII hours, and near the second circle, 
starting from the border of the map at E

Gong Spring Supporter. 





Patent of the German Empire No. 127,170; 
of the Amalgamated Clock Manufactories 
of Junghaus Bros. and Thomas Haller, at 
Schramberg. 

HE usual arrangement of fastening the 
gong spring (sometimes called tone 

spring) of a striking clock by means of a 

gong stock to the rear wall of the case 

that produces the resonance, possesses the 
disadvantage that the ring of the stroke 
loses in clearness and distinctness of re- 
sonance through the undesirable concomi- 
tant vibration of the gong spring sup- 
porter. The new invention below described 
substitutes for the spring supporters hither- 
to employed and made of metal staves or 
round wire, a sound transferrer, consisting 
of a ribbon-like metal strip in form of an 
arch or bow, which, in consequence of be- 
ing set up edgeways (perpendicular) to the 
resonance wall, is enclosed with a rigidity 
sufficient to prevent any disturbing lateral 
vibrations or vacillating motions and to 
transfer the tone, well preserved in its full 
strength and clearness upon the wall of re- 
sonance. The accompanying illustration

The plate of the gong apparatus a, which 
by the customary connection supports the 
tone spring f, is in turn supported by the 
metal bearer b, which represents the dis- 
tinctive feature of the new contrivance. 
This bearer b consists of a ribbon-like metal 
strip bent in form of a bow, the end of 
which is, by means of a metal block c, at- 
tached to the resonance wall of the clock 
case, independent from the clock work. The 
bent strip b extends in edgeway position 
along the resonance wall and materially 
helps, by its flat ribbon shape, to exclude 
every lateral vibration or vacillation against 
the resonance wall.

In order to avoid other 
vibrations of a disturbing nature, it would 
seem advisable to let the plate of the gong 
apparatus a operate against an elastic plate 
r, made of a roll of india rubber.

| tone arising from the normal vibration of 
the bow sirip b ought to be so well regu- 
lated that both stand in an harmonious re- 
lation to each other. Gradations and mod- 
ulations of the tone which in general also 
depends upon the thickness, shape and ma- 
terial density of the bow strip b, may be 
adduced by a corresponding balance of the 
mass of the plate of the gong apparatus a, 
which, by its connection with the supporting 
bow strip b, is maintained elastic for a vi- 
bration in one direction, i. ¢., in a posi- 
tion parallel to the resonance wali. In- 
stead of the attachment block ¢ constitut- 
ing, as it does, one separate piece, the bow 
strip b may be directly attached to the re- 
sonance wall by being provided at its lower 
edge with a rim or flange having three holes 
for as many screws.

Question No. 39.—Where can 1 get block 
glass enamel for a few rings? I have been 
unable to obtain it and would like to have 
instruction as to its use, as 1 have not done 
anything of the kind for 15 years.

ANSWER :—Block glass enamel can be ob 
tained at any jewelers’ or watchmakers’ 


material house, of which correspondent can 
find several advertising in these pages. En- 
amel not being a new material, those who 
buy it are supposed to know how to use it; 
and, therefore, no instructions are generally 
given with it. 

Question No. 40.—Please advise me 
through Workshop Notes where the Stev- 
ens bench vise is made and by whom. 1 
have one that I wish to get repaired.

ANSWER :—Howard & Lyon, New York, 
are the agents for the makers. They sell 
only at wholesale and do not repair for the 
public. Give the vise to your material deal- 
er, who undoubtedly can have it repaired 
for you at the factory. 

Question No. 41.—While working in a 
factory in Geneva, we used for cleaning 
steel pinions and pivots or polished steel 
parts rottenwood in the place of pith. Can 
rottenwood be bought in this country? Can 
you tell me what kind of wood it is? I 
found it to be a great deal better than pith. 

Wm. G. S. 

ANSWER :—Rottenwood is not sold in 
this country, but you may easily procure it 
and very cheaply at that when you take a 
walk and look for some old tree or rotten 
log. No particular kind of wood is needed ; 
any rotten piece will do. This material is, 
indeed, used very liberally; the only draw- 
back is that it is somewhat dusty. 

Question No. 42.—How can I brighten 
nickel cases which are tarnished and dull? 

S. M. N. 

ANSWER :—Some watchmakers dip their 
nickel cases into the cyanide of potassium 
solution, but when taken out they are gray 
and dull. The best thing to do is to scratch- 
brush the nickel goods on the polishing 
lathe and to polish them with Vienna lime 
upon the buffs. Rouge can also be em- 
ployed for the same purpose much in the 
same way a» for ordinary brass articles, but 
Vienna lime is preferable, 

Question No. 43.—How can silver best 
be tested, so as to distinguish silvered ware 
from genuine solid silver? H. L. K. 

ANSWER :—It is sometimes difficult to de- 
cide that objects are made of silvered alloy 
or of pure silver, The best method for testing 
is to make a deep cut in some corner of the 
object and to touch it with a drop of nitric 
acid. If the cut is of a dirty white after the 
nitric acid is wiped off the article is of 
silver ; if, however, there is no change, it is 
an alloy. 

Question No. 44.—I/s there any tin solder 
fluid that does not rust steel? 


H. L. K. 


ANSWER :—The tin solder fluid sold by 
material dealers is generally rust proof, if 
employed properly. When you have sol- 
dered steel do not throw the article into 
benzine, oil or other fatty liquid, but re- 
move every particle of soldering fluid by 
washing the article thoroughly in clean 
water, after which it must be dipped into 
alcohol. This latter will, in turn, remove 
all water, and by evaporating the alcohol, 
all humidity and danger of rust are avoided. 
Oil or grease would protect the soldering 
fluid. 

Question No, 45.—/ have seen in some 


show windows artificial flowers which 
change in damp or rainy weather. Can you 
tell me how they are made? W. J. 


ANSWER :—These flowers are impregnated 
with chlorite of cobalt which has the qual- 
ity of absorbing readily atmospheric damp- 
ness and the more moisture it takes up the 
more its colors change. From the primi- 
tive blue, which is the color of the white 
flowers after they are painted with a con- 
centrated solution of chlorite of cobalt and 
water, they will, by sucking up moisture, 
successively change their color to violet, 
pink and white. When the air is dry the 
chlorite of cobalt loses its water and the 
flowers become blue again. 

Question No. 46.—/ have read that a cir- 
cle contains 360° (degrees) and each de- 
gree is subdivided into 60’ (seconds). Is 
this true? a Ge 

ANSWER:—The man who wrote that 
statement must have been absent-minded or 
else his technical knowledge was very low. 
A circle contains 360°, each degree con- 
tains 60’ (" stands for minutes) ; each min- 
ute is subdivided into 60” (” stands for 
seconds); consequently each degree con- 
tains 3600”, instead of 60”. Astronomers 
go as far as to subdivide each second into 
60”’ (tierces). 

Question No. 47.—Please give me a for- 
mula to produce the 24-kt. color on 14 and 
18-kt. rings, without electricity; a dip pro- 
cess. A. E. W. 

ANnswer:—To color gold articles, mix 
the following materials into the form of 
a thick paste: Alum, 2 oz.; nitrate of po- 
tassa, 4 oz.; sulphate of zinc, 2 oz. ; common 
salt, 2 oz. This mixture should be placed 
into an earthen boiler and fused. The ar- 
ticles to be colored must be dipped and held 
in the mixture until the desired color is ob- 
tained. To ascertain this they should be 
removed occasionally. When the color is 
satisfactory remove the articles and let them 
cool, after which immerse them into dilute 
sulphuric or acetic acid, which will take 
away the flux. Finally rinse the articles in 
a weak solution of soda or potash and then 
wash with a brush in hot water and soap. 
Rinse in hot clean water and dry in warm 
sawdust. 

Question No. 48.—What make and what 
kind of gasoline lamps do you recommend 
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for jewelry store lighting? Do you know 
anything about “Airlight’ system? Are 
they dangerous and troublesome? I am dis 
satishied with electric service and would like 
to change. A. E. W. 

ANSWER :—There are so many different 
makes of gasoline and petroleum lamps and 
so very few of them in use in New York 
that we are not able to give you any ad 
vice in the matter. Besides, the bad smell, 
the use of mineral oils for lighting demands 
great care and much loss of time for their 
maintenance. If there is a gas plant in your 
locality we would advise you the use of in 
candescent burners, which are now cheap 
and economical. 

Question No. 49.—/ would like to know 
if I can do gold-plating with two batteries 
and an enameled iron tank? Please give 
full directions for gold-plating and how to 
make the solution for using both hot and 
cold. X. 

ANSWER :—It would require more space 
than we can devote to this subject in the 
Workshop Notes column. 

Question No. 50.—What kind of regula- 
tors keep the best time? B. F. S. 

ANSWER :—Clocks provided with wooden 
pendulum rods keep very fair time; but in a 
general way we would say those which have 
compensation pendulums are the only kind 
that could be called regulators. The dead 
beat escapement is very largely used in reg- 
ulators; but for very close time the gravity 
escapement is to be preferred. 





WORKSHOP NOTES. 


Gilding German Silver.—In gilding Ger- 
man silver the solution may be worked 
at rather a lower temperature, the solution 
weakened and a less surface of anode ex- 
posed. German silver has the power of re- 
ducing gold from its solution in cyanide (es- 
pecially if the’solution be strong) without 
the aid of the battery; as also will brass 
receive a coating of silver in the plating bath 
without the use of the current ; therefore the 
solution should be weaker, in fact, so weak 
that the German silver will not deposit 
the gold per se; otherwise the deposit will 
take place so rapidly that the gold will 
peel off when being burnished or even 
scratch-brushed. 

To Distinguish Genuine Gilding.—Gen- 
uine gilding readily takes up mercury, while 
imitation gilding does not or only very 
slowly. Any coating of varnish present 
should, however, be removed before con- 
ducting the test. Mercurious nitrate has no 
action on genuine gold, but on spurious 
gilding a white spot will form which quick- 
ly turns dark. A solution of neutral cop- 
per chloride does not act upon genuine gold, 
but on alloys containing copper a black spot 
will result. Gold fringe, etc., retains its 
luster in spirit of wine, if the gilding is 
genuine; if not, the gilding will burn and 
oxidize. Imitation gilding might be term- 
ed “snuff gilding,” as in Germany it con- 
sists of dissolved brass, snuff, saltpeter, hy- 
drochloric acid, ete., and is used for tin 
toys. An expert will immediately see the 
difference, as genuine gilding has a different, 
more compact pore formation and a better 
color. There are also some gold varnishes 
which are just as good.

Sidelights on Mr. Tiffany's Career. 





HARLES L. TIFFANY’S active 
connection and direction of the af- 
fairs of his house continued almost up 
to the day of his death, at least to 
the last day he appeared at his office, Oct. 
5, 1901, which was just prior to the fall 
which broke his hip and confined him to his 
home until attacked by pneumonia. 

Everything. of importance to his house 
had Mr. Tiffany’s interest and active co-op- 
eration, especially the showing made by the 
firm at the various international expositions. 
So interested was he in the last, that at the 
Pan-American Exposition, of last year, that 
Mr. Tiffany made a trip to Buffalo, espe- 
cially to see and understand in the utmost 
detail the exhibit made by his house. This 
trip was indicative of his great activity, as 
will be seen by contemplating what the in- 
conveniences and hardships of a long rail- 
road journey must have been to a man in his 
90th year. 

In fact, though advancing years added to 
his age from a numerical standpoint, Mr. 
Tiffany retained almost to the day of his 
death, the same mental activity and grasp

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the enjoyment of life and the interest in it 
of a man of middle age. His death re- 
moved from the world not only a prominent 
merchant of whom his fellow craftsmen and 
countrymen should be justly proud, but also 
a great and good man, whose life and deeds, 
in and out of business, will ever stand as 
an example to those who come after him. 

The versatility and breadth of the attri- 
butes of the late Charles L. Tiffany are ex- 
emplified in the following recital by an old 
manufacturing jeweler to a JEWELERS’ Cir- 
CULAR-WEEKLY reporter, subsequent to Mr. 
Tiffany’s death: 

“A member of an old Newark manufac- 
turing jewelry firm had an important law 
case on hand, an unlawful use of their pat- 
ented designs; they had obtained the testi- 
mony of many prominent jewelers. 

“One day, the said Newark gentleman 
mentioned his desire to add that of Mr. Tif- 
fany as the crowning testimony, but feared 
he could not be asked to appear before the 
referee downtown. I offered to be the med- 
ium of communication. I was received by 
Mr. Tiffany in his office, stated the case 
briefly and was gratified to get his ready 
assent to be present ‘when needed in the 
cause of right and justice.’ The Newark 
man thereupon cailed and stated to Mr. 
Tiffany that the testimony he sought was 
based upon a former well known judicial de- 
cision which concentrated upon the test 
question: ‘Does the imitation design resem- 
ble the original design sufficiently to de- 
ceive an ordinary observer giving such at- 
tention as a purchaser usually gives, and is 
the resemblance sufficient to induce him to 
purchase one, supposing it to be the other?’ 

“Now, this question naturally presumed 


| that the witness was not only an experi- 


enced jeweler but also competent to express 
the opinion as a salesman habitually in 
touch with purchasers. 

“The Newarker proposed to send a coach 
for Mr. Tiffany on the day his testimony 
would be taken, but the latter insisted that 
a Broadway car both ways would suit him, 
and thus he came to the hearing. 

“After the customary recital of his name, 
business connections, official position, etc.; 
the test question was asked and replied to 
in the affirmative and without ostentation 

“When the cross-examiner took him in 
hand he proceeded to question Mr. Tiffany 
as to his functions as head of the house. 
The witness saw at once that the trend was 
to doubt his experience as a salesman, but 
he promptly met the innuendo by the as- 
sertion that there was rarely a day passed 
over his head but that he was called down 
into the salesrooms to attend to customers 
as a salesman. His testimony stood as a 
rock and without a superfluous word. 

“After his testimony had been rendered 
I ventured a quiz as to his salesmanship 
after so many years of executive routine, 
but he humorously assured me that daily 
some old customer of years gone by would 
bring in a watch to be cleaned, or an old 
brooch for a new pin tongue, and would 
leave it only with Mr. Tiffany himself, and 
that he was ready to leave the counting 
room and attend to these little bits as con- 
scientiously as if they were matters of 
many thousands. 

“‘T began my business life behind the 
counter,’ said he, ‘and am pleased to meet 
old friends.’ This occurred in 1880.”
